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A VISIT TO ST. PETER'S, HOME. 


BOMB, February 15. 


ED. JotrBNAL:—It was our fourth 


flay iu the Imperial City, nnd we bail 
•visited the Fornm, Colisoum, Baths 
of Caracalla, Tarpeian Bock, Palace 
of the Caesars, Capitol me Hill and 
Museum, museums anil galleries of 
the Vatican, anil other minor attrac- 
tions of this most interesting city of 
the world. We hail studied with 
earnest attention Michael Angelo's 
"Last Judgment" in the Sixtine 
Chapel, a vast work, sixty-four feet 
in width. It is in this chapel that 
moat of the solemnities at which the 
Pope officiates in person, take place. 
We had gazed with rapture upon 
Raphael's 
"Transfiguration," 
the 


master's last and greatest work; with 
delight upon Gnido Bern's "Au- 
rora," and with admiration upon 
those matchless marvels of ancient 
art, the "Apollo Belvidere," "Lao- 
coon and Sons," and the "Dying 
Gladiator." We had crossed and re- 
crossed old historic Tiber; descend- 
ed to the deepest depths of the Mar- 
jasrtine Prison, the last abode of St. 
Peter before his execution by tho in- 
famous Nero; traversed the beautiful 
grounds of the lofty Pincio, from 
the topmost terrace of which we be- 
held a beau.iful panorama of modern 
Borne; hurriedly visited some of the 
most important of the innumerable 
churches of this city of churches, in- 
cluding the internally magnificent 
and costly St. Paul's. Wo haJ not 
forgotten 


ST. PETER'S. 


Although we had several times been 
there, yet it was again exercising its 
magnetic power, and we were, natur- 
ally enough, again crossing the 
bridge of St. Angelo en route for it. 
Just before us towered the castle 
of the same name, surmounted by its 
colossal of Montelupo, and connect- 
ed with the Vatican by a covered 
way. A few moments more and we 
•were entering 
the large eliptical 


square of St. Peter. It is enclosed 
on two sides by imposing colonades, 
consisting of a series of four doric 
columns, both containing in all 284. 
On the roofs of these colonades are 
2^> statues of saints. In the centre 
of the' S1ulufe fiaes the great 


Oi"»ELISK OP HELIOPOLIS, 


Carious an >*'ie on'y monument of its 
kind in the civ''' which ha3 not> at 
eorne time, been .overthrown. At the 
sides, between the obelisk and the 
colonadea, are two h indsome foun- 
tains, 45 feet in height,. throwing a 
profuse stream much hijlib.r. The 
effect is imposing, and for.Tis a fit- 
ting approach to tho largest and mi^t 
imposing church in -the world. At 
the far end, 1100 feet distant, rises 
facade cf the chnrch itself, with its 
massive columns, its five entrances. 
and over all its massive balustrade, 
surmounted by statues of the bar- 
iour and the Apostles, e acn 19 feat 
in height. Over the central of these 
fire entrances is the Loggia •or Bal- 
cony, in which the new

And front which he imparts his ben- 
ediction It Easter, to the concourse 
assembled in the square below (or 
rather ha di&do so before the occu- 
pation of tbovcity by the Italian 
troops). These; entrances are ap- 
proached by an eWy flight of very 
•wide steps. The exterior does not 
present so massive an Appearance as 
one is led to expect from the magni- 
tude of its dimensions. This is ow- 
ing to the immensity of its surround- 
ings. Entering the portico, with its 
magnificent ceiling decorations of 
stucco work, and equestrian statues 


(natantioe and Charlemagne at 


far as the dome, are four colossal pil- 
lars; above these extends a rich en- 
tablature, which bears the arches 
extending from pillar to pillar, and 
the gorgeously coffered and gilded 
vaulting of the ceiling. 
By the 


fourth pillar, on the right, is 


THE OLD STATUE 


Of St. Peter, iu bronze, seated on a 
throne of white marble and under a 
rich canopy. The right foot projects 
sofflfcv.'hat, and a part of it and tho 
big toe are much worn by the kisses 
of worshippers. Standing here and 
surveying the vast dimensions and 
rich finish, one receives a lasting im- 
pression of its magnificence and im- 
mensity. Its shape, like most of the 
churches of the same denomination, 
is that of a cross, formed by a nave, 
tlankec] on each side by aisles, and 
crossed at the dome by a transept. 
Flanking these aisles are chapels, 
one .of which is tho celebrated Gre- 
gorian, erected under Gregory XIII., 
from designs by Michael Angelo. 
Hero on the Sabbath previous, we 
had attended veapers, celebrated by 
the male choir by the Pope, said to 
be the finest in Europe. The south 
transept was partitioned off for the 
use of tho 


ECUMENICAL COUNCIL, 


And has not been altered since. The 
north contains altars and confession- 
als for eleven different languages. 
Near the corner of this tiansept and 
the north aisle, is the entrance to tho 
sacristy and treasury. Here, a few 
clays before, we had been shown the 
papal robes and jewels in countless 
number and magnificence. Among 
them was the crown and the great 
ring of St. Peter. The dome is sup- 
ported on four huge buttresses, 234 
feet in circumfeience; the niches in 
tho lower part of which are occupied 
by statues 1C feet in height; above 
tlioni are the four loggie by Bernini, 
i> here the great relics are exhibited 
on high festivals. 
Above theso are 


four mosaics of the Evangelists, of 
gieat dimensions. The ribs of the 
vaulting of the dome are adorned 
\\ith gilded stucco; bet%veen them 
are four series of mosaics. Beneath 
tho dome rises the imposing canopy, 
•with its four 


HICHLi- GILDED COLUMN'S, 


Surmounted by a cross. 
Under- 


neath it is the High Altar, at which 
the Pope only reads mass on high 
festivals. It stands directly over the 
Tomb of St. Peter. 
Just in from is 


the confessio, surrounded by its 89 
ever barning lamps. 
Wo had de- 


scended to it the day previous, by 
the double marble stair, and peered 
through the gilded door at the sar- 
cophagus, aaid to contain the re- 
mains of the Apostle. 
Between the 


stairs is a fine statute of Pius VI. in 
the attitude of prayer, by Canova. 
In the tribune, at the end of the 
nave, is the bronze Cathedra Petir 
by Bernini, said to contain the an- 
cient wooden episcopal chair of St. 
Peter. 
The chnrch contains few 


paintings of note, bnt many fine 
copies, in mosaics, of the most cele- 
brated. 
We now directed our steps 


towards the stairway leading to tho 
roof, directed by our gukle, who had 
made all necessary arrangements the 
day previous. Directly we began to 
ascend a circular flight of easy steps, 
142 in number, to the roof. 
On the 


way tho walls were lined with a large 
number of memorial tablets to royal 
personages who had performed the 
ascent. 
On the roof, which is cov- 


ered with flagstones like a court yard, 
wore the houses of the \vorkmen and 
custodians. 
Wo alao more closely 


examineJ the colossal statuary which 
adorns the facade, and found that 
which apwsared to so much advan- 
tage 165 feet below, was very rough 
workmanship indeed. 
The view 


from this point is good, bnt we gave 
it little attention, for we knew a 
much finer one awaited ns from the 
cupola or lantern, which sat like a 
c n>wn on the top of the huge dome, 
fjOf, feet above ns. 
We now walked 


arounu1 'ne 'nner and l°wer gallery 
of tbe do."118. from which we enjoyed 
a splendid view of the interior. 
Be-

•over the partition, aud with tJ* a>" 
of our glasses note the arraugemeiT* 


beautiful proportions, rose the gilded 
dome, rich in mosaics; far above all, 
where the beauty lines met, the light 
of day was streaming in through the 
lantern. 
I then and there re- 


ceived an impression of the vast 
magnitude of this edifice which I 
shall never forget. Perhaps I may 
convey a part of it to the reader by 
giving some dimensions. 
Total 


length externally, 696 feet; length of 
transept externally, 480 feet; height 
of nave and transept, from pavement 
to ceiling, 150 feet; height of dome 
from pavement to, summit of cross, 
435 feet; circumference of dome, 630 
feet; square feet of covered surface, 
212,321. It contains 30 altars and 
118 columns. It is somewhat humil- 
iating to English travelers when they 
learn, for the first time, that St. 
Paul's, the pride of London, can be 
set up, dome and all, inside of St. 
Peter's, and room to spare. We now 
ascended to the lantern by a flight of 
stairs between the external and tbe 
internal walls of the dome. Once 
there we felt more than repaid by 
tho 


MAGNIFICENT PAXOJUMA 


Unfolded to us. Borne and ita sur- 
roundings, the Tiber and ita wind- 
ings, nnd nearer, the gardens and 
large buildings of the Vatican; im- 
mediately below ns the roof of the 
church with its many domes and 
buildings; nearer still the dome it- 
self, bound with its huge b^uds of 
iron by which it was strengthened 
in the eighteenth 
century when 


threatening fissures began to appear. 
A part of ua now ascended into the 
upper ball, which affords no view, 
but is tho highest accessible point. 
The ascent was by a narrow and steep 
ladder, but some of the ladies, true 
to their past record and achievements 
made it, after the men had pioneered 
the way. This ball, which appears 
from tho .square about a foot in di- 
ameter, proved to be nine feet. 
We 


now retraced our steps and passed 
into the Vatican Sculpture Gallery. 
My mind reverted to the splendid 
mausoleum I had seen in the chnrch 
of St. Croce, in Florence, of the 
architect and often time builder of 
this church, and I thought Low much 
more fitting a monument to him is 
the structure itself. 
Architect, 


sculptor, artist, builder, and excel- 
sior in all—Michael Angelo.

Delicate as the organization of the 


brain must be, it is surprising to 
read of the hard knocks it can bear, 
but even to its advantage. One man 
who lost his brain, through snppera- 
tion of the skull, preserved his in- 
tellectual faculties to the day of his 
death; and the brains of soldiers 
have been known to carry bullets 
without apparent inconvenience, and 
to undergo operation for the extrac- 
tion of foreign bodies without loss 
of power. 
A physician, who was 


afflicted with an abnormal cerebral 
growth which pressed upon the cavi- 
ties of the brain, so as to paralyze 
one side of his body, and render him i 
speechless, retaining possession of' 
his reasoning and calculating powers 
uutil he died. One of three broth- 
ers, all idiots, after receiving a severe 
blow on the head, gained his senses, 
and lived to be a clever barrister. 
A stable boy of dull capacity, and 
subject to fits, had his wits sharpened 
by the kick of a horse, which neces- 
sitated the abstraction of a portion 
of his brain; and Pope Clement VI. 
owed the improvement of his mem- 
ory to a slight concussion of the 
brain. 
On tho other hand, it is a 


fnct that the brains of persons with 
thoroughly disordered minds as a rule 
present no abnormal condition after 
death, which is not to be wondered 
at when it is found that symptoms 
of a disordered brain are frequently 
produced by a very slight alteration 
in the constitution of blood.

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Bowlng Alfalfa. 


One of the main requirements to 


the success of an alfalfa crop is to do 
the seeding properly, and to do this 
it must be borne in mind that the 
seed cannot bear deep covering. A 
short-tooth harrow may be used, but 
the safer plan ia to harrow tbe 
ground before sowing, and then drag 
the seed in with a brush. This will 
give it ample depth of covering, and 
in a few days it will make its appear 
ance through the ground. No better 
season has ever been presented for 
seeding ground thit is inclined to be 
dry than the present. Alfalfa will 
grow on tolerably dry soil after il 
has once a start, the roots naturally 
running to the depth that will insure 
moisture. If farmers desire a few 
acres of pasture where in ordinary 
seasons it would be necessary to irri- 
gate for the first year or 'two they

Macdonald, tlifi novelist. The hitter 
says of tho Jubilee Singers: "There 
is something inexpressibly touahing 
iu their wonderfully sweet, round, 
bell like voices, in the way in which 
they sing—so artless in its art, yet, 
so consummate in expression—and 
in the mingling of the pathetic with 
tho unconscious comic in .the rude 
hymns, shot bore ancl there with a 
genuine thread of poetry." 


The following are tbo principal 


members of the Company; 


Henry Hunly, tbo basso, was, 


prior to and during the war, a slave 
of John Morgan, the noted cavalry 
raider, aiul worked at his master's 
lierap factory, at Knoxville. 


John'I. Henderson, whoso smooth, 


sweet tenor voiue, and admirable 
handling of the solo parts, gives him 
a prominent position in the troupe, 
is a native of Lexington, where he 
has resided for a nnmb»r of years 
with his mother ancl sisters. 
The 


mother accompanies her son and her 
two daughters, Anna and Lulu, in 
the capacity of ma'tron of the "class." 


Anna Henderson, tho eldest sister 


of John, is tho only trained musician 
in the class. 


Lulu, her little sister, a child of 


fifteen years, is a promising little 
singer, and her accuracy of ear and 
instinctive appreciation of correct 


nuony nro wonderful. 
Frank Grimes, the baritone of the 


troupe, was a .slave in .New Orleans. 


Albert Byrd is highly gifted as a 


tenor. 
He is a native of Lexington, 


Kentucky, and worked as a slave 
till the war. 


Miss Delia Eayne, the second alto, 


is a native of Louisiana, having been 
bovn'and raised on a plantation there 


Kitty Byrd, alto singer, is the wife 


of Albert Byrd, mentioned above. 


Miss Jennie Mackey, the soprano, 


passed her childhood iu slavery, like 
tho rest. 


Their programme comprises -one

A daj's 
i'avel toward them increases their 
size to that of immense fortifications, 
jattercd and torn into all manner of 
shapes. You can count over fifty of 
;hose rooky islets standing there in 
;he sea, so black, so splintered, so 
suggestive of human agencies that 
you rub your eyes and think in order 
:o realize you are not in Italy. And 
;his resemblance to human structure* 
is Lightened by the entire absence of 
invthing like them iu all the enclos- 
ng mountains. They seem foreign 
;o the country. 
The far Eastern 


shore, dimly seen across the dark 
sea, looks a barren, sandy plain, 
stretching away to nearly as baieand 
brown mountains that limit the view. 
Sot an oasis, not a patch of verdure 
save scant ribbons of salt-grass that 
do not deserve the name of meadows, 
and the cottoawood at the reserva- 
tion, appears in all the horizon. Can 
any scene on this continent be more 
drear? How different, how opposite 
this lake and its scenery compared 
with its mother— the matchless sea 
from which its waters conie—the far- 
off, mountain-supported, forest-rim- 
med,cloud-curtained sky-hued Tahoe
